The writer of this sketeh is the only
one of the family that has entered,
what is called, professional life, Others
have been farmers, mechanics, mer-
chants, teachers, bankers and real
estate dealers. Thev have lived hon-
orable lives in their several communi-
ties. I do not kmow of any case in
which one of the family has been con-
victed for crime. They have been re-
spected, and have exerted an infloence
in favor of the best things.

Grundfather and grandmother were
memuvers of the Baptist church, and
that church has had a larger represen-
tation than any other, though their
decendant are now found in the Metho-
dist, Prebyterian Disciples, United |
Brethern, and Catholic churches, and |
probably in otbers. Minor civil offices,
such as School Directors, Road Saper-
visors, and Magistrate, Lave frequent-
ly been held by them, but no instance
had been reported where one of the
family nad been elected to a prominent
office. None of the fawily have been
wealthy, Probably Grandfather made
a good nse of his bnsiness opportanis
ties as any of nis descendants. A num-
ber of these descendants have been con-
gidered well to do in their neighbor-

hoods, and I have never heard of a

case where one of them became a pub-
li¢c charge.
